This 
news did not seem to effect Peachy very 
jmuch, the wonder being that he has for 
so long neglected his heritage, 
Homestead Ideally Located. 


While a portion only of the home-

The 
telegraph Hine passes through it now 
and if gas is piped into Edmonton from 
jthe Pelican field the mains will pass 
his house. He was quite pleased when 
told by members of the party that he 
would then be able to get gas for light-

Much of Peachy's experience is com- 
mon to all pioneers of the north. On 
the way down from his homesicad the 
party passed many  homesteaders' 
shacks and buildings, each of which 
tell the story of earlier days, when no 
roads were cut out and the settlers 
were obliged to get in their supphes 
over rough and hilly country. 

The government has now @ number 
of survey parties in-the north country. 
They are surveying out many  town- 
iships which will later be thrown open 
for the benefit of new settlers, 

Big Game is Plentiful. 

Game in the north country is sil 
quite plentiful, and settlers have little 
difficulty In securing moose, deer aad 
other smaller game, it is noc at all 
unusual to hear the howl of the timber 
wolves or the coyotes even in a sec- 
tion which is at least partially set- 
tled, 

Felex Dumond is another interesting 
character of the north country, He is a 
sturdy old man of 79 years of age, and 
was leader of the half breeds who form- 
ed the crew of the scow used on the 
recent trip to Pelican. Notwithstand- 
Ing age Felix was on the job at all 
times on the homeward journey, and 
was as jolly as any other member of

be sire you treat the stem with some 
good antiseptic before you smoke it.
